Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Heyman began by stating that the Applicant did not believe the 
current rejection was valid, since it did not seem to address all limitations in the claim and the motivation was 
questionable. However, the Applicant's were interested in knowing any suggestions the Examiner felt would overcome 
the current rejection. The Examiner referred to the specification on page 12, lines 7-1 1 and 18-20 for examples of 
features that were not clear in the current claim language and would overcome the current art. Specifically, the details 
regarding how the actual register file or execution unit would write to the back-up register file for the data to be written- 
back, so as not to rely on the actual register file. Another detail was that the backing register file was available for 
explicit use and direct accessibility by the program vs. the current language of "availability". One last feature the 
Examiner believed would overcome the current rejection was shown in Applicant's Figure 4, Tthe windowing mode 
option in the figure was only available to the backing register file and not for the main register file. The Examiner felt all 
of these features would overcome the current rejection, however, they do not guarantee an allowance. Applicant's 
representative indicated that they would consider these suggestions, but did state that they still felt the current rejection 
was invalid because of the reasons stated above. 
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
